fTl Hollled, the keenest agitatlim 
tv'^^ over the New York i.aw 
case seems to be passed. The 
.sentence against the Commander 
has not been removed, but the 
whole case bos been poblpoued for 
an Indefinite season — It will be most 
n keeping with the principles ot relig- 
ious and social liberty, so dear to the 
heart of every American citizen, if that 
case Is postponed for ever. There were 
-some circumstances In connection with 
the trial which were by no means In 
accordance with the spirit of Justice, 
let alone freedom, that one \vould have 
exi.eetcd would have been shewn the 
t-ommnnder. Although It Is the usual 
custom to allow the tine convicted to 
say something In his defence, the t'om- 
mandei- was not jjermlttcd to .s.ay one 
word ot the splendid speech which he 
hart prepared. The defence h.-is. how- 
ever been |>uhliahcd, and we give below 
some extracts ot the Commander's 
welUehosen nnd forcible words ; 

"One meaning and only one is at- 
tached to the expression •Disorderly 
House,' by the general public Just an 
much as one meaning and only one Is 
attached to the word 'Murder.' And 
this odious epithet is a,si-ilbed to our 
National Ht-adiiuartei-s !

It must liave 
been a song of wonderful patho.s, sum,' 
by rttroni; men whose voIcob trembled 
with einutioii, and who.se kduIh were 
KWelllnM; with alrange foi-ehndlngs of a 
eomlii),' ajTony. Methinks I see them 
siandlni; toRetlipr thern. JesliK in tlii; 
midst, (IS Ihey imur f.iith the torrent 
of their .';ouli;' deep fcniinir on a tlond- 
tide of melody, Hei-e were all the eoii- 
dlllojis noeesHary to blessing In the 
flinging of hymns. These men naiii;. 
In the first place. wHh the reallMatbm 
that Je.sua was with them. This they 
umlei'Btood the belter bccauge the aj>- 
proatli of a eommoii foe made them 
one. They Hang with a truer earnest- 
ness heeauHe thi'lr spirits wore already 
baptised with a great grief. It must 
have been a .Hout-stlrrlng song ; and 
Just as, Hlnec that day, many another 
Utile band of poi'seeuled aalntM, meet- 
ing ill cave.s of the earth, have gained. 
by the liurried alnglng together of a 
single hymn, si)lrllual strength in 
which lliey have walked through many 
dark dnyB, ho. In the Inspiration of 
thai parting ehant, would that group 
of weeping dlHClplea, with Jcaua at 
their head, go out lo the Mount ot 
Olives, lo fact- the ghaallllest Bpeetacle 
of all time. 

And liow do we Mliig our hymns ? 
What a mere Jumble of rhyme and 
nolcH they often are ! What a poor 
combination of woi'iis, anil cr.jtchels, 
and BcmiquavejB I And yet there la 
nothing more ixiweiful under Uod's 
heaven than a hymn song sung by only 
a dozen earnest, wrcalUng Hpli'lts, Sink- 
ing should be the one common voke of 
many praylnp ; the verbal e.\pression 
of many believing ; the alidlbk- evi- 
dence of many united sotila. When we 
.sing sve are ^Iveii Iht^ oeeaHloii for 
praying together the same word at the 
same Inalaiil— with the «ame faith, with 
like feeling, and with equal determin- 
ation. Such a Hong, rlrilng to the 
Throne nt God, will bring bock His 
blcBBlns as no talking can ever do. 

"When they had sung . , . they 
went out." It IH probable that the song 
has In all ages helped Christ's warikir.'j 
to go out (o battle and death very much 
more than the sitolien word. God'.i 
li.'oplc ot old sang Iheiiiselvea Into the 
right. Clod's martyrs have nung Ihcm- 
selves to llie stake ; God's prisoners 
have turned their dungeons Into orelie- 
strns. In the night of adverally It la the 
song that helpa : In momenta of rejoic- 
ing It i.s the song that best fits the 
occasion. When we pasa through our 
atrugglcH, and lein]>tatlons, and nllllo- 
tlons, the melody of one fervent hymn 
llKlitB up the iiath. and In the hour and 
article of death It is the music ot sing- 
ing that seems to bring echoes from 
the brighter shore. Oh, If we could 
King aB tUoHe trembling dlBcipIcs sang 
10 their departing Lord— n.s the apos- 
ll,-p and martyrs sang In Hamc and af- 
fllfitlop— what bleaslnga could we not 
pain I

"Because of Mc 1" What, then, would 
Christ do to cause Buch offence to those 
n\er whose stead fastnoES He had sn 
deeply yearned 7 Could It be that He 
Bhould offend tlicm-lhat Ho, whose 
mission on earth It had been to en- 
lighten and succour, should. In the end. 
be their Btumbllng-block ? Was He 
not born Into the world for their sakcs.' 
and ivas He not then In Borrowtul eon- 
lemplatlon of death on their behalf 7 
■■Offended because of Me !" What could 
It mean 7 In thcne words we have a 
solemn reminder of the powerful rela- 



tlonshi]) that exists bctwci-n the Shep- 
herd and His flock. "T will smite the 
Hhepherd, and the Hock will be seattor- 
ed." That Is always the case Willi 
Hhcop that are mere sheep- sheep that 
follow their shepherds mechanically, 
a.s the mere founders of an order, the 
topplcce of a crocd, the dKure-head of 
a. church. The conildence of such sheep 
l.s easily shaken ; It Is not diUlcult lu 
turn them aside ; they are quickly 
scatteiod by the first adverse circum- 
stance. While the Bhepherd and his 
(lock alitord In some reapccts a beauti- 
ful semblance of the relationships be- 
tween Christ and His followers, there 
are also points where tbe semblance 
iloea not bold good. 

It la not aa mei-e sheep we are lo fol- 
low. Impelled by a brale Instinct of 
Sidf-iircservatlon, but as men, with 
])(nvcrs of thought and Judgment, with 
convictions of right and wrong, who 
follow the Shepherd beoailKe they 3e.i 
in the wake of His atepB, not mere 
safety and aggrandlitnieiil, or reward, 
but because He Is Ihc embodiment of 
love and light and truth. Had the 
dLseiples better understood Christ when 
lie lold Ibcm He was from the Eternal 
Father ; liad they grasped Kia mean- 
ing better when He hade them know 
He wua more than a mere teacher, an 
earthly Klng^Hc was "the Way, the 
Truth, and the I..lte"— they would havo 
loved and clung lo Illm more, aa they 
observed how bright was the gleam of 
His character, when east upon the dark 
background of Culvary^s scandal and 
agony. But they did not understand 
this. They knew Him as the Christ 
whose miracles had filled the minds of 
all men wilh awe. They knew Him as 
the promised Mcaslnh. whose kingdom 
they proudly anlielpated should he set 
in splendour. They knew Him os the 
Son ot that God of the mount who.sc 
name was I" be breathed with solemn 
reverence due lo overwhelming majes- 
ty. They followed His greatncaa rather 
than Hla goodness. Hence when every- 
thing Hie world regards as great was 
eclipsed by the unutterable ignominy 
of the cross, these glory-.sceklng men 
for.eook the Saviour and lied. It was 
111 reality, therefore, their pride that 
was offended by ihe Saviour's meck- 
ne.^is before His inurdei-ers. It was their 
sense of dignity that suffered .ao rudely 
by His absolute surrender to the 
KLOuigi? of HlB persecutors. It was 
their reliance on His miracle-working 
jjowcr that was smitten by His refus- 
ing lo work even a single wonder In 
His own behalf. It was their anticipa- 
tion ot coming splendour, which re- 
ceived llH staggering blow by the Sav- 
iour's baptl.sm of blood. They gave 
HIrn up bccau.'so "He was smitten." 

But you will observe that they aban- 
doned Him tor the very reason they 
should mo.st ab-solulely have clung to 
Him. In after years tlieae same discl- 
ple.PDlos allied thomaolvea with an un- 
.Hhakable faith lo the Saviour for pre- 
cl.scly the reason that at Calvary thoy 
had deserted Him. It was because Ho 
was Ihe Shepherd ;;BmUtoii" — the 
Sheplieid "laying down His life for His 
flheeii"— that they aftcrwardH died for 
Him a martyr's death. And, following 
Iticlr example, disciples of Christ In all 
ages ha\'C come to love Him In consc* 
qiience ot that which during His su- 
]n'emc agony caused all to be o. fended. 

Now what sort of BCrvice do you ren- 
dor your heavenly Master ? Do you 
follow Him In anticipation ot His re- 
wards, or have you drunk deeply Into 
Hla Spirit- the Hplrlt that l3 moat hon- 
oured In the stress of trial and Sacri- 
fice •> Is It thus, too, that we btvg our 
earthly mafltcrs 7 Are they the sym- 
bola lo us cf Bclf-ngSTrandisement, pro- 
motion, and favours ? It bo, our faith 
In them will quiekly fall when we sea 
them smitten. It our faith In those we 
serve Is bound with our own Interests, 
then It will lie dlfllcult Indeed to stand 
by them when betrayed and Hcandalls- 
ed. Let ua learn to aervc our earthly 
mastcra aa "unto the Lord !" not as the 
mediums through whom wc seek our 
own cndH. but through whom wc may 
contribute our part most effectively 
to the building of the kingdom of 
rlghteousncBS and truth on the eoxth.

In tlie convict settlement on the Ber- 
mudas, cat'h convict was supplied with 
tobacco and a noe:gin of rum iier da.v. 
In addition to this each man was cred- 
ited with thrcopencG per day. which 
was held in reserve till the day of lils 
dlseliai-ffe, and one jienny per day was 
piikl out to eveiy man to buy l>Utt--r or 
iiUSiir, or, ill fael. anything lie liked. 

Such was the treatment of convicts 
at this period. After the novelty of 
new surroundings hud worn olT, Archie 
besan to loll!? for a cliaiigc of air and 
scenery. Twei.t} days, Avith three 
hrollier convicts, lie had been employed 
dififfiuK' a trench to receive the found- 
ations of a niiliiary fort, and lie found 
it u- be very dreary and iiionolonous 
work.

Wholever there was noble and manly 
In Archie's character was brought Into 
use during this terrible reign nt yellow 
fever.

Night and day lie tended to the -Jlck 
and dying, and con.sldered It no act of 
Self-denial on his part. 

He was a convict ; but during this

He could liave escaped scores of iim,^g^ 
but he never attempted to do so. 

When he volunteered as a hospital 
nurse, the Commander said. "What 1 
you, SlosB ? Why, selloAV fever Is par- 
ticularly fond of line, healthy fellnwa 
llkf yoil. You'll be one ot the Ilrst to 
slip yotir cable." 

"Sir !*' said Archie, very respecltully, 
"perhaps I'll get the job to nurse you 
nr.'!t.

Month after month Yellow Jack, as 
the fever was called, claimed It.-s vle- 
llms, and Areiile was a siipo'rinteiident, 
doctor, nurse, undertaker, and every- 
tliiiig ill the midst of It nil I One day 
Commander Jackson caught the inten- 
tion, and Archie was specially called 
upon to nurse him.

Jinny a 
punishment I've got fi-oni him for di.-o- 
hedience. which 1 deserved, and I cul'J 
have taken my revenge uiioii hlin now : 
but something wltlilii me wouldn't let 
nie do it. Theiv w.;ib alvvays two men 
inside my clothes. 

Arolilo Sloos, the Dovll. 

and Archie Slos.s, the saint, and they 
ivere always at war with each other, 
hut the devil elilelly gained the victt.rv 
over the saint." 

However, it is quite certain that 
during the epidemic ot yellow fever the 
better Archie Sloss sat upon the throne 
and wielded the sceptre of kindness. 
The fever lasted eight months longer. 
Commander Jackson got better, and 
presented Arehle with a sovereign tor 
nursing him so carefully. 

Four months after the fever had diej 
out, Archie Sloss received a free jiar- 
don 1 The story of his courage and de- 
votion to duly had been report-d to 

The Home Antborltles 

by ihe grateful Commander Jatksjr., 
and endorseil by his brother-officers. 

Archie came home to England a free 
mail, landed at Portsmouth and return- 
ed to Glasgow. He went back to ills 
old trade as a house-breaker. His criiii- 
Inil Instincts completely mastered him. 
He got mixed up with a gang of 
thieves, who rented and kept up two 
large privattt house."!, one In Glasgow 
and tlie other In Edinburgh. There 
were twelve or fourteen tlileves in lhi^ 
gang, and because Archie Sloss wa.-» 
the most orlgipal, tlie most lnKenlou.s 
and desperate of the lot, he was unani- 
mously tietted the "captain of the 
gang."
